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The seasonal movement in postal receipts in the first quarter 
of 1942 was similar to that in a normal peace-time year, the 
index number based on the average receipts in the corresponding 
period of 1924-34 (except 1926) showing little movement in the 

Compared with a year earlier, receipts in the 
first quarter of 1942 showed a rise of about 44 per cent. as against 
6} per cent. in the previous quarter.

DISTRIBUTION OF ADVERTISING CIRCULARS 


The Ministry of Supply have issued a Direction (No. 7) 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 746, price ld.) under the Control of Paper 
(No. 36) Order, 1941 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 22 
November 1941, page 316) modifying the existing prohibition of 
the gratuitous distribution of advertising circulars relating to the 


. sale of goods. 


The new Direction allows any person to distribute advertising 
circulars relating to the sale of used industrial (a) plant, (b) machi- 
nery and (c) equipment provided that the aggregate weight of 
circulars distributed gratuitously in any three consecutive 
calendar months after 31 March 1942, does not exceed three- 
twentieths of the aggregate weight of circulars of the same 
description gratuitously distributed by him in the United 
Kingdom in the corresponding three months of the pre-war year 
ended 31 August 1939. 


TOILET PAPER PRICES 


The Board of Trade, after consulting Central Price Regulation 
Committee, have made the Toilet Requisites (Toilet Paper) 
(Maximum Prices) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 752, price 
ld.) fixing the maximum prices of the leading brands of toilet 
paper. 

These maximum prices, which are set out in a Schedule, are 
fixed on sale by a manufacturer, either to a wholesaler or to a 
retailer, and by a wholesaler to a retailer. 

Both manufacturers and wholesalers are obliged by the Order 
to inform their customers of the maximum prices so fixed, and 
retailers must exhibit a notice calling the attention of their 
customers to them.

The Order also forbids any rise above the prices ruling on 
31 March in the manufacturers’ prices of toilet papers not men- 
tioned in the Schedule, and it prescribes a maximum margin for 
the wholesaler of 20 per cent. on the price paid to the manufac- 
turer and for the retailer 334 per cent. on the price paid (including 
Purchase Tax) to the manufacturer or wholesaler. 


EXPORT LICENSING 


EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (No. 21) ORDER, 
1942 

Under the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 21) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 769, price 1d.) which comes into force on 
the 19 May 1942, control is extended to cover iron powder (or 
dust); weighing machines, balances and scales; metal fittings 
for luggage (trunks, suitcases, etc.), handbags and purses ; 
footwear ; electrical lamp caps and certain kinds of metal fur- 
niture and metal haberdashery. 

Additions are also made to the existing lists of iron and steel 
manufactures ; aluminium manufactures and chemicals respec- 
tively, at present controlled on exportation. 

Licences will, in future, be required to export the following 
classes of goods to all destinations :— 

Iron and steel (including alloy steel) in the following form :— 

Iron powder. 

Articles manufactured wholly or mainly of iron and steel, 
the following :— 

Tanks of the kinds used for the storage of oil or water. 
Tubes, ribs and stretchers whether or not incorporated 
in umbrellas or sunshades. : 

Articles made wholly or mainly of non-precious metals, the 
following :— 

Razor cases and safety razor boxes. 

3alances and scales, other than those satisfying the require- 
ments of Table XIII of the Weights and Measures Regu- 
lations, 1907. 

Furniture wholly or mainly of metal, the following :- 

Tables, stands, desks and counters. 

Chairs, stools and seats. 

Book cases and book shelves. 

Cash and deed boxes. 

Drawers and cupboards. 

Shelving, storage bins and storage racks. 

Office letter racks and letter trays. 

Lockers. 

Safes and cabinets (including filing cabinets). 

Hearth furniture. 

Haberdashery wholly or mainly of metal, the following : 

Busks, steels and other supports for corsets and bras- 
si¢res. 

Fittings of a kind used on braces and suspenders. 

Hair clips, hair curlers, hair grips, hair pins and hair 
slides. 

Hooks, eyes and loops. 

Pins and safety pins. 

Press studs and snap fasteners. 

Metal parts for trunks, suitcases, attache cases, handbags, 
purses and similar receptacles. 

Nail files. 

Weighbridges and weighing machines. 

Footwear of all descriptions, finished or unfinished, with 
soles or uppers wholly or mainly of leather, and shaped 
parts wholly or mainly of leather for incorporation 
in footwear. 

Voltaic cells containing zinc electrodes. 

Zinc electrodes for voltaic cells. 

Electric lamp caps. 

Potassium antimony tartrate. 

Sodium antimony tartrate. 

Applications for licences to export razor cases and safety 
razor boxes; furniture wholly or mainly of metal (other than 
sates and cabinets); busks, steels and other supports (wholly 
or mainly of metal) for corsets and brassiéres ; fittings (wholly 
or mainly of metal) of a kind used on braces and suspenders ; 
metal parts for trunks, suitcases, attache cases, handbags, 
purses and similar receptacles ; and nail files will not, normally, 
be entertained. 
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Applications for licences to export footwear under this Orde 
should be addressed on application Form B to The Secretary, 
Leather Footwear and Allied Industries Export Corporation Ltd., 
1 Cathedral Street, London Bridge, S.E.1. 

The existing control in respect of certain specified articles 
manufactured wholly or mainly of aluminium or alloys thereof js 
extended to cover all articles containing more than 10 per cent, 
by weight of aluminium or alloys thereof, but applications for 
licences to export these goods will not, normally, be entertained. 

The existing licensing requirements with respect to (a) barium 
carbonate, barium nitrate and barium sulphate, including blanc 
fixe and (b) chromium compounds and preparations thereof are 
superseded by the provisions that licences will, in future, be 
required to export the following :— 

(a) Barium compounds. 

(6) Chromium compounds and preparations thereof (except 
distempers, lacquers, varnishes, paints and painters’ 
enamels, prepared or ready mixed). 

The following classes of goods, the export of which was pre- 
viously prohibited to certain specified destinations will, in 
future, require licences (as chromium compounds and/or pre. 
parations thereof) to export to all destinations :— 

3arium chromate and pigments containing barium chromate, 

Pigments containing lead chromate. 

Zinc chromates and pigments containing zinc chromate. 
EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (No. 22) ORDER, 
1942 
EXTENSION OF ContROL TO CERTAIN DESTINATIONS 

Under the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 22) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 783, price 1d.), which comes into force on 
19 May 1942, licences will in future be required to export goods 
of every description to Spain (including the Canary Islands and 
the Spanish Zone of Morocco), Portugal (including Madeira, 
the Azores and the Cape Verde Islands), Turkey (including the 
Hatay), Iraq, Tangier Zone, Liberia, Portuguese Guinea, Andorra, 
tio de Oro and to any port or destination in the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics. 

Under this Order, all destinations classified ““C” will be 
transferred to the list of destinations to which the export of all 
goods is controlled and all items in the Schedule of Controlled 
Goods against which the letter “‘C ” appears should accordingly 
be deleted. 


CONTROL OF RUBBER 


The Control of Rubber (No. 5) Order, 1942 (see the “‘ Board 
of Trade Journal ”’ of 14 February 1942, page 89) has been varied 
by a new Order, the Control of Rubber (No. 12) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 745, price 1d). which has been made by the 
Minister of Supply. Under the new Order the maximum price 
for waste tyre covers sold to persons other than reclaimers or 
certified waste rubber merchants in small lots is levelled up to 
the price of £1 per ton, already payable for such covers in larger 
quantities. 


CONTROL OF COAL TAR 


The Board of Trade have made the Control of Coal Tar Order 
1942 (S. R. & O. No. 732, price 2d.). The Order came into force 
on 1 May and supersedes the Control of Coal Tar Order, 1941 
(see the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 6 February 1941, page 80). 

The increasing importance of coal tar products to the war 
industries has necessitated the assumption of a wider form of 
control. The main provisions of the 1942 Order are :— 

1. The Secretary for Mines will continue to control by licences 
the acquisition of coal tar in quantities exceeding 50 gallons at any 
one time and more in the aggregate than 250 gallons in the period of 
any one year. Coal tar may be treated, used or blended only under 
the authority of a licence, with the exception of blending by 
producers, 

2. The disposal of all coar tar products by distillers and importers 
will be subject to licence. 

3: The Secretary for Mines may in relation to coal tar products 
direct that any product specified in the direction may not as from the 
date specified therein be acquired without a licence. 

4. The Order empowers the Secretary to give directions regarding 
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the disposal, treatment, use and blending of coal tar and coal tar 
products, and provision is made as to the price at which directed 
material shall be sold or supplied. 

5. Provision is made for the prohibition of the sale of any coal tar 
product as specified in a direction given by the Secretary after a date 
specified therein except by distillers, importers or registered sellers 
(all of which expressions are defined in the Order) and for the regis- 
tration of such sellers. 


The provisions in the Control of Coal Tar Order, 1941, dealing 
with general price control are not included in the new Order as 
it is proposed to fix prices in separate Orders as and when 
necessary. 

Applications for licences should be made to the Coal Tar 
Controller, Quebec House, Quebec Street, Leeds, 1. 


COAL TAR ACIDS PRICES 


The Board of Trade have made the Coal Tar Acids Prices 

(Inland) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 731, price 2d.), which 
came into force on 1 May 1942. 
» Under the Order, which relates to the prices of Coar Tar Acids 
for home consumption only, no person may sell or supply 
Coal Tar Acids mentioned in the Order at prices exceeding the 
maximum prices therein, and no person may sell or supply Coal 
Tar Acids not specified in the Order without the permission of, 
and at the price fixed, by the Secretary for Mines. 

Provisions are included in the Order regarding containers, 
and, in cases in which delivéry is not taken at the seller’s works, 
transport charges. A clause permits the re-sale by merchants 
of certain Coal Tar Acids at a maximum price of 3 per cent. in 
excess of that specified in the Order. Phenol and Phenol Mixtures 
containing 80 per cent. and over of Phenol have been excluded 
from the provisions of the Order because of price agreements 
between the Government and the trade already in operation. 


ANTHRACENE PRICES 


The Board of Trade have made the Anthracene Prices Order, 
1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 Ne. 733, price ld.). The Order came into 
force on 1 May and will supersede the direction dated 13 April 
1941, given by the Secretary for Mines under paragraph 8 (1) of 
the Control of Coal Tar Order, 1941. 

The Anthracene Prices Order is similar in substance to the 
direction at present in force, but provision is made for the sale 
or supply of crude anthracene or unrefined crude anthracene, of 
a quality unsuitable for the manufacture of dye-stufis, at a 
maximum price which is lower than the actual fixed price applic- 
able to the sale or supply for such manufacture. ‘The Secretary 
for Mines may also, in exceptional circumstances, mentioned in 
the Order, fix prices higher than those specified in the Order. 
It does not apply to export prices. 

Anthracene will continue to be subject to the provisions of the 
General Control of Coal Tar Order and disposal licences for off- 
standard paste will only be granted when material is definitely 
unacceptable for dye-stuffs manufacture. 


NAPHTHALENE PRICES 


The Board of Trade have made the Naphthalene Prices 
(Inland) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 736, price 2d.). 

The Order came into force on 1 May and supersedes the 
Direction dated 31 October 1941, given by the Secretary for 
Mines under paragraph 8 (1) of the Control of Coal Tar Order 
1941, 

The Naphthalene Prices Order is similar in substance to the 
Direction at present in force, but provision has been made to 
include naphthalene with a melting point below 50° C. 

The Secretary for Mines may in exceptional circumstances, 
mentioned in the Order, fix prices higher than those specified in 
the Order. Provision has also been made for an increased price 
to be charged for the sale of naphthalene in small quantities, the 
additional allowance being subject to the size of the parcel. 
The position with regard to transport charges and containers 
has also been modified. The Order does not apply to export 
prices. 

Naphthalene will continue to be subject to the provisions of the 
Control of Coal Tar Order. 


CONTROL OF ROAD TAR 


The Board of Trade have made the Road Tar Prices (Inland) 
Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 659, price 2d.). 

Under the Order, which came into force on 1 May, no person 
may sell or supply road tar otherwise than at the fixed prices 
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quoted in the Order. The prices, which are based on regional 
thedules and types of container used, may be increased for the 
ale or supply of road tar in small quantities. 

Road tar, as defined in the Order, includes road tar/bitumen 
mixtures containing up to 10 per cent. of bitumen, and provision 
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is made for the Secretary for Mines to fix by Direction an addi- 
tional charge for such mixtures above the fixed prices quoted 
in the Order. Provision has also been made whereby proprietary 
brands of road tar sold under a mark on or before 30 June 1941, 
and approved by the Secretary, may be sold at an additional 
price not exceeding 1}d. per gallon. The Secretary for Mines 
may in exceptional circumstances mentioned in the Order, fix 
prices higher than those specified in the Order. It does not 
apply to export prices. 

Road tar will be subject to the provisions of the General 
Control of Coal Tar Order, and all communications should be 
addressed to the Coal Tar Controller, Quebec House, Quebec 
Street, Leeds, 1. 


WOOL CONTROL 
CLOTH AND UNIFORMS FOR PUBLIC SERVICES 


The Wool Control has issued additional instructions under the 
scheme for preference raw material supply for the manufacture 
of uniform clothing for essential services such as municipal 
corporations, tramway and omnibus companies, hospitals, 
asylums and public institutions of various kinds. 

Clothing contractors are now required to submit the official 
order sheets issued by the public authority concerned, to Depart- 
ment Q.11, Wool Control, Bradford, which are required for 
recording purposes and will be returned after perusal. The 
documents may be forwarded direct or, alternatively, by cloth 
manufacturers in support of their application for raw material. 

This procedure must be strictly observed or consideration will 
not be given to applications for raw material. This arrangement 
does not apply to hosiery goods, etc., where the existing procedure 
should be adhered to in accordance with instructions issued by 
the Officer in charge of Yarns. 


KNITTING YARNS 
MAXIMUM PRICES FIXED 

The Board of Trade have made the Knitting Yarns (Maximum 
Prices) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 751, price Id.) fixing the 
maximum prices of knitting yarns marketed by fourteen leading 
firms. 

The maximum prices for each brand are set out in schedules 
certified by the Board, a copy of which has been deposited with 
the Central and each of the Local Price Regulation Committees. 

The manufacturers are obliged by the Order to notify retail 
shops of the maximum prices fixed for yarns which they sell to 
them; and all shopkeepers dealing in these knitting ydaris 
must call their customers’ attention to the maximum prices by 
exhibiting a notice in a form prescribed in a Schedule to the 
Order; they must also keep lists of the maximum prices and 
make these available for their customers’ inspection if requested. 

The Order also forbids any rise in the manufacturers’ price of 
other knitting yarns above the prices ruling on 1 february this 
year, and it prescribes a maximum margin for wholesalers of 
21} per cent. on the price paid to the manufacturers (equal to 
174 per,cent. on returns) and, for the retailers, 42-34 per cent. 
on the price paid to the manufacturer or wholesaler (equal to 
30 per cent. on returns). 


INDUSTRIAL OVERALLS 


The General Licence dated 31 January 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 173, as amended by 8. R. & O. 1942 No. 220), which allows 
certain plain unlined overalls made up from non-utility cloth 
to be sold subject to price limits at the same reduced pointing 
as if they were made from utility cloth No. 311 will be continued 
by S. R. & O. 1942, No. 781 (price 1d.), in its present form for a 
further month until 31 May 1942; thereafter it will remain in 
force for a further two months, but only for sales to members of 
the public. This will permit wholesalers to pass on their stocks 
of these overalls at the low pointing to retailers until 31 May 
and will permit retailers to sell them to the public at the low 
pointing until 31 July. 

It should ks uvted that the licence applies only to overalls of 
sizes chargeable with Purchase Tax, and that it does not apply 
to aprons, although when made of cloth 31] these are included in 
the reduced coupon pointing. 


SIMPLIFIED CLOTHING 
WOMEN’S AND MAIDS’ DRESSES AND 


Women’s and maids’ dresses and blouses are to be simplified 
by the Making of Civilian Clothing (Restrictions) No. 6 Order 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 784) which comes into force on 20 June 
and covers all women’s and maids’ dresses and blouses. Gar- 
ments cut for stock before 20 June and bespoke garments ordered 
before 30 April, and cut before 20 June may be completed. 

The number of buttons, seams and pleats and the amount of 
ruching and gauging are limited ; no braid, hand or machine 


BLOUSES 
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embroidery, applique embroidery, beading or lace is to be used ; 
hems must not exceed a maximum depth. When made from 
woven cloth dresses and blouses must comply with the War 
Emergency British Standard Specifications for those garments. 
A maximum of 50 basic style patterns per manufacturer per 
annum is imposed for women’s dresses. 


WIDER TROUSERS FOR DISABLED PERSONS 


* Under the Making of Civilian Clothing (Restrictions) Order, 
1942 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal”? of 28 March 1942, 
page 172) which comes into operation on 1 May, the width of 
trousers is limited to 19 inches. 

The Board of Trade have made arrangements to meet the 
special needs of disabled persons. A General Licence (S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 764, price 1d.) now permits tailors and clothing manu- 
facturers to make trousers exceeding this width, if the garments 
are made to measure for persons wearing calliper splints or 
artificial legs. 


SIMPLIFICATIONS OF OFFICERS’ SERVICE 
DRESS 


The War Office recently announced certain simplifications in 
the Service Dress of Officers, as laid down in Army Council 
Instructions No. 501, dated 7 March 1942. 

The Board of Trade, at the request of the War Office have 
made the Making of Uniforms (Restriction) Order, 1942 (S. R. & 
O. 1942 No. 763), enforcing these simplifications. The Order 
will come into force on 1 May 1942. It will not, however, affect 
the Service dress for the regiments of the Brigade of Guards, for 
which the pattern authorised by Dress Regulations for the Army 
will continue to apply. 


UTILITY HOSIERY 


An advance copy of revised specifications for knitted cloth 
and apparel to be made under the Board of Trade’s utility 
scheme is being circulated to firms concerned. The list which is 
based on the schedule under the Limitation of Supplies (Cloth 
and Apparel) (No. 4) Order, 1942 (see the “ Board of, Trade 
Journal” of 18 October 1941, page 238) is only in a provisional 
form and will probably be subject to further alteration. It is 
being sent out as a guide to the producing trade, however, so 
that firms may know of the new specifications and thus be 
enabled to plan ahead for the next allocation period. Certain 
sections have not yet been completed and further specifications 
will be included shortly. The list gives simplifications to existing 
styles and covers differences in yarn, additional extra sizes and 
modifications in price. 

Some of the specifications in the earlier Cloth and Apparel 
Order will be discontinued later, but only after a sufficient period 
to allow completion of goods in course of manufacture. 

In order to make necessary economies in paper, instructions 
for packing will follow. These are based on recommendations 
received, but are still subject to alteration and should not be 
regarded as final. 


UTILITY WOOL CLOTH DIRECTION 


In order to facilitate the supply of woven utility cloth to 
designated firms under the Direction dated 17 March (S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 480, price 1d.) the Board have made a General Licence 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 777) which allows release of cloth by 
registered persons against Certificates which will be issued to 
designated firms for the appropriate amounts. These Certificates 
will permit supplies to be made either direct by cloth manufac 
turers to designated firms or indirectly through merchants, and 
for the convenience of designated firms will be issued for small 
amounts (minimum 10 pieces of cloth) so as to enable them to 
obtain their requirements from several sources. 

Designated firms still needing utility cloth (frustrated by the 
Direction) for their immediate programmes until 30 June should 
apply for Certificates to the Board of Trade, Marsham Court, 
Bournemouth, stating in square yards or number of pieces the 
amount of cloth of each specification number which they desire 
to obtain before 31 May from each supplier (whether cloth manu- 
facturer or merchant). Applications should not be made for 
cloth for which licence under the Direction has already been 
granted. 


BRITISH WOOL REQUISITION AND PRICES 


Under the Control of Wool (No. 18) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 773, price 1d.), which came into force on 30 April 1942, 
all wool clipped in the United Kingdom during 1942 is requisi- 
tioned by the Minister of Supply. This follows the procedure 
adopted last year. The Order prohibits disposal except to the 
Minister, and provides for the furnishing of returns of such wool 
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and the issue of directions concerning removal, transport, keep. 
ing, storage, disposal or delivery of it. 

& The Order does not apply to wool clips in the Orkney Islands, 
the Shetland Islands and the Outer Hebrides, or to wool removed 
by fellmongers from skins in any part of the United Kingdom, 
It is, however, proposed to continue the arrangement under 
which growers in the islands may, if they wish, offer their wool 
except native Shetland, Shetland cross, or native Orkney—to 
the Wool Control, Bradford, who will be prepared to purchase 
it on the basis of prices payable for mainland wool. 

The Ministry have also issued a schedule of prices which the 
Wool Controller has been authorised to pay for the wool. These 
prices have been settled in consultation with the Agricultural 
Departments and as already announced show an average increase 
of 2d. a lb. over the whole range of last year’s prices. 


CLOTH AND CLOTHING SUPPLIES 
SIMPLER CONTROL 


The progress of the Board of Trade’s policy for the production 
of utility clothing now makes it possible to reorganise and 
simplify the control of the supply of cloth and clothing. When 
the Cloth and Apparel Order was made in September 1941 the 
chief reason for maintaining the quota was to direct production 
into the utility ranges ; now after nine months as a result of the 
increasing co-ordination of the utility programme with the Raw 
Material Controls’ procedure ; and the extension of the propor. 
tion of utility to total clothing production, the selling quota 
mechanism can be largely abolished. 

On the other hand the designation of makers-up largely) 
engaged on producing utility clothing necessitates some control 
of the distribution of utility cloth, in order to ensure that cloth 
shortages do not prevent the labour protected under the designa- 
tion arrangements from being employed to the fullest advantage. 
Consequently manufacturers and/or converters of utility cloth, 
both wool and non-wool, will be required to supply to designated 
firms a high proportion of their cloth. 

The general scheme of the arrangements for cotton and rayon 
cloth, hosiery and corsets, will be as follows :— 


Woven Corton and Rayon CLOTH FOR MANUFACTURE OF 
APPAREL 

As regards rayon cotton and rayon cloth for the manufacture 
of apparel, the control by selling quota is in process of being 
substituted by control of production. Arrangements are being 
made with the Cotton Control and the Cotton Board through the 
Utility Cloth Office to produce cotton and rayon cloths for utility 
requirements, and when this scheme is fully in operation the 
qualified convertors will receive their individual allocations for 
the total amount of cloth thus to be produced. 

Meanwhile, until the cloth produced under these arrange- 
ments becomes available, both sales of utility non-wool cloth, 
will be unrestricted but after 1 June manufacturers’ con- 
vertors will be required to make at least 75 per cent. of 
their deliveries against the cloth certificates to be issued 
to designated firms. The proportion of sales against. cloth 
certificates must at no time fall below 75 per cent. ; it will not 
be in order for firms to allow these deliveries to fall below 75 per 
cent. in the hope that the deficit can be made good later on.

Hostery

ending (September 1941-31 May 1942); thereafter no supplies 
will be allowed save in exceptional cases under individual licences.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
SPLINES AND SERRATIONS AND THEIR GAUGES 


The British Standards Institution has recently issued new 
specifications relating to splines and serrations and their gauges. 
It has long been apparent that the existing B.S. 46, Part 2, 1929, 
Splines and Serrations, has been in need of revision in order that 
it might be representative of current practice. The need for a 
British Standard relating to gauges for splines and serrations 
also became particularly obvious during the present war emer- 
gency and, at the request of the Controller of Gauges of the 
Ministry of Supply, a Committee of the Society of British Air- 
craft Constructors was set up to investigate the matter in colla- 
boration with the Ministry of Aircraft Production and the 
British Standards Institution. 

On consideration being given to the establishment of gauge 
tolerances it was apparent that neither the existing British 
Standard B.S. 46, Part 2, 1929, nor the draft revision issued for 
comment in 1939, laid down work tolerances which were appro- 
priate for war-time production, and it was considered desirable 
that new specifications be prepared for splines and serrations for 
aircraft. 

The present specifications, prepared by the S.B.A.C. Com- 
mittee and endorsed by the British Standards Institution, cover 
those types and sizes of splines and serrations which are com- 
monly used in aircraft production. 

The variety of fits provided in the 1929 standard has been 
considered unnecessary for aircraft purposes and the new 
standards provide for one class of fit only for serrations, namely, 
a sliding fit intermediate between the easy and close sliding fits 
of the 1929 standard, and two classes of fits for splines, namely, 
easy sliding and close sliding fits. 

It was considered desirable as a war emergency measure, and 
has been found possible, to relax the tolerances from those of the 
1929 British Standard and of its 1939 draft revision. Whilst 
therefore specifications are being issued primarily for aircraft 
components, the fact that it has been found possible to relax 
certain of the tolerances makes the specifications equally 
applicable to all those fields of engineering for which the former 
issue of the specification was suitable. 

Such precise engineering products as serrated and splined 
shafts and holes demand adequate gauging if interchangeable 
assembly is to be assured. The new specification for serrations 
includes full details and dimensions for the necessary plug, ring 
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and calliper gauges. Similar gauge designs are being prepared 
for splines and will shortly be available as Part 2 of the spline 
specification. 

The Ministry of Aircraft Production is desirous that these new 
British Standards be used for all new designs and that for air- 
craft purposes the 1929 editions of B.S. 46 Part 2 be regarded as 
obsolete except for replacement parts.

USE OF QUALITY CONTROL CHARTS 

The meeting to arouse interest in the application of statistical 
control of the quality of materials and manufactured products, 
which was held on 15 April under the gis of the Institutions of 
Civil, Mechanical and Electrical Engineers with the support of 
of the Engineering Advisory Committee of the War Cabinet, 
has focussed attention on two publications issued by the British 
Standards Institution. The first of these, B.S. 600 R, entitled 
Quality Control Charts, deals comprehensively with the con- 
struction and use of control charts and gives enough of the 
underlying statistical theory to enable the production engineer 
to appreciate the significance of the instructions given for the 
use of the charts. A full understanding of these underlying 
principles, while obviously an advantage, is not absolutely 
essential before making a start in the practical application of 
statistical methods of quality control. For those who desire to 
put the methods into practice without bothering about the 
statistical theory, concise instructions are. given in the second 
B.S.I. publication referred to above, namely B.S. 1008 “ Guide 
for Quality Control and Control Chart Method of Analysing 
Data.” The publication is a reproduction of an American 
Defence Emergency Standard, and it is of interest to note from 
the foreword that it was originally drafted at the request of the 
United States of America War. Department with a view to 
assisting in the speeding up of armament production. 

Generally speaking, quality control by the methods described 
in these two publications is applicable to any case of manufacture 
in which limits must be worked to and which has as a feature 
large production, continuous flow, or batches of considerable 
size. 

A study of either or both of the publications B.S. 600 R. and 
B.S. 1008 has been recommended to all production engineers by 
the Regional Boards of the Ministry of Production. To those 
who have had an opportunity of seeing advance proofs of 
B.S. 600 R. it is desired to point out that certain errors had not 
been corrected, and a copy of the document as finally published 
should, therefore, be obtained. Publication of B.S. 600 R. is 
expected early in May, but B.S. 1008 is already available.
